24  yes  and  19  no's.  Vote  in  the  affirmative.  The  trailer  ordinance 
was  voted  in  as  written. 

To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
come  before  said  meeing. 


Motion  made  and  seconded  to  have  a  selectman  choose  a 
committee  of  3,  1  selectman,  1  trailer  owner  and  1  home  owner 
to  review  the  trailer  and  building  code  and  bring  before  next 
regular  town  meeting  their  recommended  actions,  that  they  feel 
necessary.
